They have various 
ways of doing this. They take him of a cold 
night and put him under a pump, and, after 
he is Willi wui and chilloci, let him go home 
10 his bed and a sore throat; or, perliap?, 
they will ;;et him int.. r. room, and there try 
to "smoke him out," by burning tobacco in 
the stove and keeping up a continual pufliiig 
of cigars and pipes, and when they find him 
becoming pale ayd sick, leave him with 
laughter.

The Atlorney General then informed the 
Court that it would be impossible lor him 
to prove the nature or extent of the wounds 
from the depositions before him ; and that 
the case had not been sent up to him by the 
com milting magistrate in a shape that would 
insure coiivietioii. 

Mr. Ring, fur the defence, said that the 
deceased had been seen to fall »«veral limes 
iu the ground, striking hia head heatriJy,and 
his body WHS found lying near the spot Where 
he was last seen to fall. 

Upon the assurance of the Attorney Gen- 
eral that a conviction could not be had, the 
■Chief Justice instructed the jury to bring in 
a verdict of " Not Guilty," which was ac- 
cordingly done and the p'ri«oner discharged.

-day ne.xt, 4ch inst., at 10 o'clock, a.' m.' 

CuuiiT or J.NQLiitv.— The Naval Court of 
Inquiry into the circumstances attending the 
•loss of the Lai-k Xaruiolte, was continued 
yesterday. Capt. Main, late commander of 
the uiifortunAtc vessel, wa.s placed on the 
stand, and testified that he had been ill for 
•eight or ten days with dysentery aad bilious 
attacks. He was tutnlly uhablo to Itnke any 
part in naTigntinj; tlie ship front the time 
she reached the Straits, and knew nothing of 
Dungeaess Light, as it was 'not down in 
the chart, tie was perfectly,^ satisfied with 
the coinpelcDoy of the fir^t'nmte and in- 
trusted.tho ship entirely to his care. At 
six o'clock on the evening of the ivreek he 
■was on deck for about a ([uarter of an hour, 
hut was in bed when the ship struck. After 
the vessel had siruck he was not able to 
dress 01 get "nto the boat without assiiit- 
ance. At the conclusion of his evidence, 
llio members of the cuurt iriforinej Capt. 
Jvlain that they did nut hold him to blame 
for the luss of the vessel. Other uitnesses

FEBRtrinY 1, 1851. 
The Grand Jury respectfully represent 
to the Honorable Court in session the fol- 
lowing points for the serious consideration 
of the judicial authorities of Vnnoouvor 
Island. 

The Grand Jury cainplam of the la.\ity 
with which Indictments of tae gravest rm- 
turehave been submitted to them, and they 
demand as a Public Iliglil that the patent 
errors now oomplauied of shall be in future 
guarded agniust. 

In thus commenting on the condititja of 
certiiiri of ihe Indictnienis submitted to 
them, the Grand Jury have no intention to 
reflect invidiously upon the action of the 
Atloiney-General. whose zeal they are desi- 
rous to acknowledge, and wli/Jse legal 
ability they in no wise impugn.
